"BRITISH COLUMBIA AND VAN- 
COUVER ISLAND." 



Mr. J. S. Knovott, a whilom resident of 
New "Westminster, nnti son-in-law oi Hon. 
E. Brown, who went back to England a 
few moutus ago.bas issued from tlio Lou- 
don Labour News publishing oliieo a email 
and convenient brochure containing some 
valuablo information on the Provinoo of 
British Oolumbift. The low prioeat which 
the pamphlet is sold— one penny— has 
doubtlo.-s secured for it a large circula- 
tion among the classes of people whom it 
is most dehirable to draw hither. If no 
other good should result to tho Province 
through Confederation there is no doubt 
that it is being extensively advertised and 
that through the notoriety thus obtained 
the population is slowly but etoudily 
growing. Mr. Kuovett quotos frequently 
from Lord Dufferin's speoch at Victoria 
iu 1876 to convey au idea to his readers of 
tho magnificent scenery, climate and re- 
sources of Columbia. He fixes tho white 
population of tho Province at about 20,- 
000,, and that of Victoria at 5000, very 
fair estimates. Tho habit has grown up. 
on the Eastern press of referring to our 
white population as 10,000, which is at 
least 10,000 below the actual mark. The 
government and laws are stated to be lib- 
oral; it is shown that the exports aro con 
Btantly increasing; that mail facilities and 
means of communication are good. Stress 
is ljid on the existence of the homostead 
law, which exempts farms and houses, of 
thu value ofi'500,if registered, from seizure 
for debt, and the exemption of goods and 
chattels to tho value of £100. The laud sys- 
tem is extolled and shown to bs highly fa- 
vorable to the immigrant, Mr. Kuovett 
says of the fertility of tho soil: 

"A T o irrigation is required west of tho 
Cases los, and everthing that ia grown in 
Great Britain can bo grown to advantage 
there ;garden produce fetches largo prices 
in the t"wns, tiay was worth from Si. to 4/. 
a ton list year, and plenty of land along 
thu Fruser can be pre-empted for wild 
hay. As potatoes and other farm pro 
ducts are imported largely from the Unit- 
ed States in spite of ouatoms duty, and 
the cost of freight, it is vory evident that 
a great opening exist* in tho Province for 
a few farmers who understand their busi- 
ness. At present, farmers appear to look 
upon a potato patch as if it were a good 
mine, and tiio potatoes gold nuggets, and 
accordingly want to make their fortunes 
out of a few hundredweight. A really 
good farmer, wi tli acapitalof 1,000/., could 
make a fortune in iivo years by taking a 
cleared prairie farm near one of tho towns 
and using American agricultural machin- 
ery to reduce the cost of labor, which is 
the oiie great oxponse in British Colum- 
bia." 

Tho forest wealth is not negltotod, and 
Do Perron is quoted assaying that "the 
masts and spurs of Vancouver (Abies 
Douglasii) aro raro and exceptional for 
dimensions and superior qualities, 
strength, lightness, absence of knots and 
other grave vices." TLo total product of 
tho gold mines to 1S75 is shown to have 
been $38,166,970, and flattering allusion 
is made to tho new field at Cassiar, while 
in contradistinction with the high rates of 
the necessariea of life ore quoted the ex- 
ceptionally high rates of wages. Silver, 
coal, copper and iron aro shown to exist 
in all sections of the Province, anil the 
fisheries aro referred to as a resources of 
great prospective advantage. Mr. Knovott 
continues: 

"The Canadian Pacific Railway will 
give Great Britain a roulo to India and 
China thrjugh Lriti.~h territory 1,000 
miles shorter thau at present. Mr.Sproat 
states in his valuablo official handbook 
that 'the distance from New York to Sau 
Francisco by the Union Pacific Railway is 
3.3GU; but from Montreal to Now West- 
minster (British Columbia) it is only 2,- 
730, or USS miies in favor of the Canadian 
line." ' 

The writer fonnd somo bright anticipa- 
tions on ,, the many tons of steol rails Jy- 
ing at Esquimult,"»hioh anticipations we 
should not like to endorse or repeat lest 
they should fail in realization. Mr. Kuo- 
vett concludes his useful and valuable lit- 
tle work as follows: 

" Vvuo isW ANTED IN Bitni-n Columiiia. 
— The farmer with sonic capital, and not 
afflicted with "brandy-fever," who makes 
but a poor living in England, could rea 
Jizo a fortune m the province in five or 
ten years, and bo liis own landlord from 
the commencement The large and small 
cupitiiii-l hbo is content with 4 or 6 per j 
cent, interest for money on English mort- 
guges could obtain 10 m 12 on Columbian 
mortgages, and the interest paid monthly; 
alter experience in tho colony, ho could 
emuioy his capital at a profit which would 
be impossible m England. Purm lubor- 
eis, carpenters and joiners, blacksmiths 
and domestic teivauta — all wl j can work 
and will work, and who will make tho bust 
of the discomforts of a new country, re- 
membering the solid advantages that so 
fully compensate them, will find British 
Columbia almost what, wo have heard an 
eminent judge call it "A paiadiso for a 
working man;" and if thoepitlitt "single" 
applies to Biieh n man wa can quite en- 
dorse this enthusiastic opinion from our 
own observation. A few duly qualified 
medical men aro much wanted up the 
country. Clerks and others, although 
getting good salaries, could not be advis- 
ed to emigrate unless mro of au engage- 
ment before. The settler in British Col- 
umbia will find churches of nearly every 
denomination, freo public schools, publia 
hboisries, hospitals, daily papers well 
conducted, and a people fond of English 
sports and public amusements. There aro 
no social disadvantages in his way, and 
he is invited to take a part iu tho great 
work of colonial self government. Tho 
highest offices are open to anyone who 
has secured tho confidence of his fellow- 
citizens. The climate is very similar to 
that of England, but with a finer sum- 
mer, and tho soil will grow anything that 
is raised in Great Britain. J> u easier to 
make a living in British Columbia than in 
any other country in the world. If a man 
em ho happy and contented in England 
let him remain; but if he is disposed to 
try his fortune in a now country, let hina 



rend the "Pioneer Papers," balance thu 
advantages and disadvantages of tho vari- 
ous colouies, and I think his decision 
will bo in favor of British Columbia." 

WHAT THEY GIVE AND GET, 



A careful compilation of the statement 
of Dominion publia accounts to June, 
1875, presents somo curious and interest- 
ing facts. Tho Dominion would appear 
to be a vory patient milch-cow for the 
Provinces, and wore she to manifest au 
earnest disposition to commence railway 
construction at tho western end of tho 
road, a nioro completely happy and pros- 
perous people than those of British Col- 
umbia could not well be found. Tho only 
question at issue between tho East and 
West is the railway. All other obliga- 
tions) assumed by tho Otto wa Government 
at tho timo of Uuion have beon faithfully 
discharged; but tho most important obli- 
gation is " still in abeyance;" and know- 
ledge of that sours and irritates the pub- 
lic mind of tho Pacific Province. During 
tli o period named Nova Scotia drew out 
$600,361 mors than sho paid in; Prince 
Edward Island got 8271,437 more than 
sho paid in; British Columbia got $284,461 
more than sho paid in; Manitoba got 
8170,770 more than she paid in, and tho 
North West Territories got $610,830 more 
thau they paid in. Tho flgnros present 
tho following result: —

EUROPE. 
Bucharest, July 3— It is rumored that 
tho Ruisian fighting column has entered 
Tirnova. 

Athens, July 4 — In the Chamber of 
Deputies the Minister of Finance submitt- 
ed a bill to authorize tho issue of a foivigu 
loan of two million drachmas. Ho de- 
manded credit of thirty-five millions for 
armaments. 

The P uris elections will take place in 
September. 

Tho arrest of Sonor Zoroilla hero on 
Saturday had not been demanded bv tho 
Spanish Government. It is stated" that 
the proprietors of tho hotel whore Gen. 
Larunar, ex-Deputy Munez and Sonar 
Zeroilla resided overheard them discuss- 
ing violent measures against tho Frenoli 
Government. Tho police at the timo of 
arrest seized some arms and papers; the 
latter aro said to prove the existence of a 
plot against tho French and Spanish gov- 
ernments. 

New Youk, July 8— The Times' London 
special says that two things aro beyond 
doubt: that fighting has been of the most, 
terrible description and attended with 
great carnage both on the Danube and in 
Asia Minor. Tho Turkish forces have 
obtained such victories in Asia that tho 
Russian journals are accusing their gen 
erals of having managed the campaign 
bad ly. 

New YoitK, July 3— The Times' London 
special says tho Bulgarians aro reported 
to have massacred Turks and that Ravage 
Bashibazouks wantonly mutilateRnssians. 
Within 48 hours the Russians will have 
met with a great chock or will have made 
a tromonduons advance. Tho Turkish 
plan of tho campaign, if there is one, lias 
not yd become apparent; but it is either 
an exceedingly weak ono or will disclose 
startling surprises yet to come on tho lino 
of the Danube The Turks have not ball' 
tho number of tho Russian:.-. Tho p.uii,: 
and distress in Constantinople is becom- 
ing dangerous to foreign residents. 

Chicago, July 3— The Tribune's London 
special says it is certainly true that war 
preparations aro going on continually, 
though quietly. There are already two 
bundled thousand British soldiers at 
Malta and Gibraltar and more aro bGi'ng 
shipped daily. 

Mr. Grant Duff has contributed a paper 
to tho 19th Century on the Eastern diffi- 
culties which represents very clearly tho 
Conservative feeling. Ho divides English- 
men iuto three clas-es. One slenderly 
represented iu the House of Commons, 
but moro largely represented by tho 
peers, would not bo sorry to have to go 
to war for Turkey. Another party moro 
largely represented in tho House of Com- 
mons would be delighted to join Russia 
for tho coercion of L'urkey in the int -rest 
of its Christian inhabitants. The vast 
majority of Englishmen me represented 
by the minority of both sides in the House 
of Commons. This party is desirous in 
tho present phase of the dispute to be ab 
Bolutsly neutral between Russia and Tur- 
key, but prepared at the same time to 
push intervention even to war if British 
interests aro threatened.

An Odd Family.- -Potter's "Ameri- 
can Monthly" for Juno has tho follow- 
ing in Notes and Queries: — 

In tho reign of King William the 
Third, tboro lived tit Ipswich, in Suf- 
folk, a family, which for the number 
of peculiarities belonging to it, was 
distinguished by the namo of tho Odd 
Family. Every event, remarkably 
good or bad, happened to this family 
in an odd year, or on an odd day of 
the month, and every one one of them 
had something odd in his or her per- 
son, manner and behavior. The very 
letters of their Christian names always 
happened to bo ono of an odd number. 
Tho husband's namo was Peter, and 
tho wife's Rabab; they kad seven 
children, all boys, viz.: Solomon, 
Roger, James, Matthew, Jonas, David, 
F/.ckiel. The husband had but ono 
leg, and his wife ono arm. Solomon 
was bom blind of one oyo, and Roger 
lost his right eye by accident; J times 
had his left oar pulled off by a boy in 
a quarrel, and Matthew was born with 
only threo fingers on his right hand. 
Jonas had a stump foot, and David 
was humpbacked; nil these, except 
David, wero remarkably short, aud 
Ezekiel was six feet two inches high, 
at the ago of nineteen. Tho uttiinp- 
foot Jonas aud tho humpback David 
got wives of fortuno.but no girl would 
listen to the addresses of the rest. Tho 
husband's hair was us black as jet, and 
the wife's as remarkably white, yet 
every one of their children had rod 
hair. Tho husband hud the peculiar 
misfortuno of falling into a deep saw- 
pit, where ho was starved to death, in 
tho year 1691, and tho wife, renting 
all kinds of sustenance, died in live 
days after him. In tho year 17o;i, 
Ezekiel enlisted rts u grenadier, and 
although ho was afterwards wounded 
in twenty-three places, he recovered. 
Roger, James, Malthew, Jonas, and 
David died at different places on the 
same day, in tho year 1713, and Solo- 
mon and Ezekiel were drowned to- 
gether in crossing the Thames in 1723. 



NEW ZEALAND. 

Tlio returns of tho Thames gold 
Holds for the past mouth were over 
14,000 ounces, an amount considera- 
bly under that of its predecessor, but u 
very satisfactory yield withal. 

Tho Sau Francisco mail route is 
again growing in public favor, owing 
to tho punctuality observed by tho Pa- 
cific Mail Company's stennior under 
tho present management. Tho City 
of Sydney, with the outward mails, 
took a larger number of passengers 
than any other vessel sinco tho inau- 
guration of the present line. The Cus- 
toms revenue returns of tho colony for 
tho past quarter (£298,000) still exhi- 
bit a downward tendency, tho decroaso 
on the corresponding quarter of 1870 
being nearly £20,000 — a result which 
will, to some extent, upset tho calcula- 
tions of tho Colonial Treasurer. 

NEW SOUTH WALES. 

Prom tho Sydney Herald wo givo tha 
following: 

The Geological Surveyor (Mr. J. S. 
Wilkinson) has repotted respecting tho I 
probable depth of coal formation bolow 
Sydney. Mr. Wilkinson discusses tho 
various geological theories upon tho sub- 
ject, and concludes that tho coal seams 
may bo met with at a depth of from 500 
to 1500 feet below sea level. 

A great agitation i.3 just, now boing 
mado for railway extension in almost eve- 
ry direction. 

A Commission will bo appointed to take 
charge of a proper exhibit at tho Paris 
Exposition. 

There was a remarkable tidal phononi- 
enaou May ,11th. It was observed iu all 
tho colonies and New Zealand. 

Tho aggregate value of tho minerals 
produced in tho colony, so far as can bo 
ascertained, was f l't,201,57G 18s. lid. 
Tho total aggregate value of all the min- 
erals raised iu 1870 was X'2,183,0 l J5 13s 3d, 
being in excess of tho average for tho 
past ten years by £278,723 lis 3'^d. 

Raiu has fallen abundantly in nearly all 
parts of the colony, causing a great im- 
provement in tho aspect of pastoral affairs 
generally, and especially ou tho low 
lands, where a fine crop of grass has suc- 
ceeded tho barrenness of a few months 
ago. On tho high lands, however, tho 
rain did not fall before cold weather sat 
in, and the pasture was cheeked iu its 
growth. Ou the Kiandra ranges, the 
highest land in Australia, snow has alrea- 
dy fallen, and tho wind from that direc- 
tion has a refrigerating effect on all tho 
country it passes over. 

VICTORIA. 

The recent general election in Victoria 
brought about tho resignation of tho Mo- 
Uulloeh Ministry before tho meetiug of 
Parliament. The Ministerial party suf- 
fered an overwhelming defeat; tho 
tho stonewallers and tho protectionists 
gained a victory in almost all parts of tho 
hold ; tho decision was so clear that the 
Government could do nothing but accept 
it, and the result is that Graham Berry 
has been replaced in cilice at tho head of 
the Ministry composed almost wholly of 
his former colleagues. 

The fifth issuo of 10,000 shares in tho 
City of Melbourne Bank was taken up at a 
premium, and 0,000 by tho existing pro- 
prietary. 

ilOUTII AUSTRALIA. 

Ovc-r seventy English graduates wero 
admitted to ad eundem degrees at tho first 
commemoration of tho Adelaide Universi- 
ty- 
Great excitement has been catuod by a 
small-pox scare, and a proposal is made to 
build a small-pox hospital.

QUEENSLAND. 

The Governor opened Parliament with 
unusual eclat. There was u very largo at- 
tendance. Ho met with a cordial recop- 
tion. 

In tho Legislative Assembly, a bill, re- 
stricting th(! employment of Polynesians 
to within 30 miles of the coast, and pro- 
hibiting their possession of firearms, and 
their employment, except in tropical or 
semi-tropical agriculture, has passod its 
second reading. 

Tho Gungo, a French steamer, has ar- 
rived at Cooktown, from Hongkong, with 
•100 Chinese. 
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China. 



The British Consul hoisted his flag 
in Pakhot for the first time on May 1st 
at 9 o'clock iu tho morning, in the 
prosonco of tho whole foreign commu- 
nity and several Chineso officials, in- 
cluding the Deputy Superintendent of 
Truclo. 

Hsu Tao-t'ni has lost his button and 
is in danger of losing his head. His 
credentials from the Tsimg-li Yanion 
wero nil in order, but it seems that 
his method of carrying out instructions 
in regard to tho projected loan was 
objectionable to the high authorities. 

Tho famine in tho destitute regions 
is becoming uioro terrible in its rav- 
ages every day, aud will continue to 
do ho till tho earth has time to pro- 
duce its first crop. Tho Government 
aid stopped just when it was beginning 
to bo most needed. 

Prom tho Lau Ling district there 
comes the most distressing account of 
tho terriblo ravages of disease conse- 
quent upon tho fnmino. Tho Rev. 
Mr. Hall, writing from there, begs 
for more aid, and speaks of soino most 
hsartrendiug scenes ho had witnessed. 

All the liner kinds of tea prepared 
specially for the Russian market; and 
known as Karavanshy Tcbni, will this 
year go to Europe via tho Urals, and 
no direct shipments will bo made to 
Odessa. 



Hawaiian Islands. 



Tho Government has decided to send 
to Europe His Excellency H. A. P. 
Carter, tho Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
as his Hawaiian Majesty's Envoy Extra- 
ordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary 
to negotiate with the Government of 
Her Britannic Majesty for its sanction 
in tho furtherance of tho scheme for 
the importation of East Indian families 
into the Islands to replace the disap- 
pearing Hawaiian race. 

At Hilo and Kohala, o.n Hawaii, and 
on some parts of Maui, a smart shock 
of earthqtmko is reported as having 
occurred early in the morning of May 
31.

Their suggestion that tho 
Government should send some of this 
Hawaiian sumach to the San Francisco 
market on trial duserves to bo promptly 
carried out. If successful there, this 
trade might become far more extensive 
n time."

The Japan " Gnzette " contains the 
following: 

Reference to tho intelligence at our 
command on the subject of tho insur- 
rection, as given under that heading, 
and bore and there in the "Nippon 
Notes," will show that the unhappy 
strife is still raging, and that no im- 
mediate probability appears of its be- 
ing brought io a speedy close. The 
insurgents occupy strong positions in 
Kiushiu, and are said to bo 30,000 
strong in the neighborhood of Kagos- 
himn, which town and its imperial 
garrison they aro now boseiging. The 
expense so far of , tho campaign, in- 
curred by tho government alone, is 
probably not less than 20,000,000 yen. 

H. E. Kido, Naikaku Komon, or Pri- 
vate Stato Counsellor to tho Mikado, died 
on tho morning of tho '2fith inst.
